Nonfarm payroll employment changed little
in May (+38,000). Health care added jobs over
the month, and mining continued to lose jobs.
A strike resulted in a job loss in information.

Average hourly earnings of all employees
on private-sector payrolls increased by 5 cents
in May and are up 2.5 percent over the year.
Average weekly hours, at 34.4 hours, have
been unchanged since February.

The employment change for March revised
down from +208,000 to +186,000, and the
change for April revised down from +160,000
to +123,000. Over the past 3 months,
employment has risen by an average 116,000.

In May, employment continued to rise in
health care (+46,000). Ambulatory health care
added 24,000 jobs over the month, including
9,000 in offices of physicians. Hospitals
(+17,000) and nursing care facilities (+5,000)
also added jobs. Over the year, health care
employment has risen by 487,000.

Support activities for mining
accounted for 157,000 jobs lost during this
period, including 6,000 in May.

Within the
sector, health care employment increased by 46,000, while private
educational services employment (+12,000) continued to trend up.

Social assistance employment changed little (+10,000) over the month.

Over the past 12 months, educational services and social assistance
have added 90,000 and 101,000 jobs, respectively.

Ambulatory health care services gained 24,000 jobs in May. Small
employment increases throughout its component industries
contributed to the gain. Ambulatory health care services has added
553,000 jobs since January 2014, accounting for nearly 60 percent of
the employment gain in health care over the same period.

Nearly all of the employment gain occurred in nursing

care facilities (+5,000), which has added 14,000 jobs since an employment

trough in March 2015.
